: (1) On November 10, 1775, a Corps of Marines 
was created by a resolution of the Continental Con- 
gress. Since that date many thousand men have borne 
the name Marine.

1937: A HIGHLIGHT OF THE RIVALRY 


One of the Exeter-Andover games 
which will longest be remembered by 
supporters of the Red and Gray was, 
strangely enough, an Exeter defeat, the 
turning point of an amazing streak of 
..victories by the home team. It was the 
1937 game, in which an underdog Exe- 
ter eleven was edged out by the power 
of an intensified Blue impetus in the 
final moments of the game. A desper- 
ate pass in the fourth quarter of this 
37 encounter gave the trailing And- 
over players the decision by a 20-15 
‘margin, and thereby succeeded in 
breaking the jinx previously held over 
them by the Plimpton Stadium. 

The opening minutes of the game had 
fulfilled every Exeter hope. Receiving 
the first kickoff, the boys in Red and 
Gray, with fire and determination in 
their eyes, staged a determined down- 
field attack, which all but swept the 
overconfident, dazed opponents off 
their feet, as well as winning six points 
for the Exonians. The home team func- 
tioned with perfect harmony and dead- 
ly force for the first time during the 
whole season, needing only five plays to 
strike pay dirt. The Exeter cheering 
section, of course, responded according- 
ly, and was only slightly disappointed 
by Acting Captain Bowersox’s failure 
to convert. 

Later in the quarter, the unpredict- 
able Exonians again bewildered the 
opposition by scoring a second sudden 
touchdown. A wild Andover pass was 
intercepted by Rutter, rugged Exonian 
tackle, who plunged to within 15 yards 
of the last white line. Six plays later 
tailback Kirchwey covered nine yards 
for the score, giving the Red and Gray 
a 12-point lead at the quarter whistle. 

The Phillipians hit their stride in the 
next period with a sustained down- 
field drive which brought them 63 yards 
to the Exeter goal line. Backfield men 
Seymour, Harrison, and Gould engin- 
eered a number of deceptive ground 
_ Sweeps which proved too much for the 
Red and Gray defenders, and Harrison 


increased their gain by executing a 
successful placement kick for the point 
after touchdown. 

Torrents of rain drenching the field 
after the Blue tally did not prevent the 
Exonians from staging another heavy 
assault. This time, however, a stub- 
born Blue wall refused to budge from 
their own 10-yard line, and the P. E. A. 
players were obliged to attempt a field 
goal. Bowersox was equal to the occa- 
sion, making a spectacular placement 
from a difficult angle to give his team 
three additional points. 

The third quarter saw the Royal Blue 
gridders come within two points of the 
home team when, after a _ relentless 
drive at the Exeter line, they finally 
succeeded in cracking it for a score. 
Not until late in the final period did 
they assure themselves of the victory. 
Reaching the 1l-yard line of the hard 
fighting defenders, they frantically re- 
sorted to a fourth down pass which was 
completed, thus placing the pigskin in 
position for an easy Andover score. To 
hundreds in the stands it seemed that 
the decisive toss hit the ground before 
receiver Gould caught it, but the de- 
cision of the officials stood unaltered 
and the game came to a thrilling con- 
clusion in a 20-15 triumph for the And- 
over favorites. 

A superior brand of sportsmanship 
and typically fine football were dis- 
played by both teams throughout the 
game. Mr. Souders, then head coach 
of the squad, and his assistants, Messrs. 
Clark and Lovshin, brought great 
credit upon themselves and upon the 
school by the development of their 1937 
team. Though confronted by one of 
the most acute shortages of veteran 
material in Exeter. football history, 
they managed on that memorable day 
to put on the field 11 men who were 
able to meet the vaunted Blue outfit on 


_an_ equal footing, and were defeated 


only by one of those tricks of fortune 
which so often decide the final score of 
an Exeter-Andover football game. 
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REVIEW OF EXETER SEASON

Exeter began its 1943-44 gridiron 
season with an eager 60-man squad 
composed chiefly of light, youthful 
players who possessed much less exper- 
ience than the men of any former P. E. 
A. team. Out of the 10 members of 
last year’s Varsity squad who returned 
there were included only four letter- 
men — three of them in the backfield 
and one on the line. Despite this com- 
parative lack of experience, however, 
“prospects at the time looked fairly 
good. The reason for this was that 
during the summer the coaches had 
had a chance to work with a large per- 
centage of the candidates who were 
taking the Anticipatory Program and 
thereby kept them in good physical con- 
dition. Exeter’s coaching staff this 
year for the fifth time is headed by Mr. 
William Clark; taking over the duties 
of assistant coaches are Mr. Shaun Kel- 
ly, Harvard captain of a few years back, 
and Mr. John Fanning, former Brown 
tackle. 

Playing in a misty rain, the Red and 
Gray disastrously opened its official sea- 
son by losing, 12 to 0, to an older and 
more-experienced Tufts Jayvee eleven. 
Exeter’s forward wall proved no match 


for Tufts’ rugged backs who gave the. 


line the worst beating it has received 
all year. Once in the opening period 
and again in the final period the Red 
and Gray brought the cheering student 
body to its feet as it set out on marches 
which resembled scoring drives. Both 
of these threats, however, were 
stemmed — the first by a holding pen- 
alty, the other by an intercepted pass. 

An improved Exeter squad made up 
for this defeat the following Saturday 
when they out-played and thoroughly 
trounced a wearied Harvard team com- 
posed of Varsity and Jayvee material. 
Three of P. E. A.’s four touchdowns 
’ resulted from long marches down the

field, with Jake Turner bucking the line 
for two scores and Captain Bill Jackson 
for the third. Early in the third quar- 
ter from his own 44-yard line Halfback 
Ernie Ransome faded back and rifled a 
bullet pass to Pete Harwood, who, be- 
hind sensational blocking, raced the re- 
maining distance to score. Final — 
Exeter 25, Harvard 0. 

After a two-weeks lapse, caused by an 
open date in the schedule, P. E. A. re- 
sumed its list of outside games when it 
met and bowed to a strong Deering 
High team, 34 to 26. The game was 
a wide-open battle all the way. Ernie 
Ransome wasted no time, snaring the 
opening kickoff and darting 95 yards 
through the whole Deering team to 
score. However, after trailing, 19 to 
6, midway through the second period, 
Deering caught a satisfied Exeter team

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REVIEW OF ANDOVER SEASON

Paced by Captain Jim Hudner and 
Frank Zagorski, Andover roared to a 
32 to 0 triumph in the opener on Oc- 
tober 3, against a weak Harvard J.V. 
“Dunc” Mauran’s 70-yard run down 
the sidelines for a score on the play 
after the kickoff highlighted the first 
quarter. Zagorski retaliated soon with 
the second tally of the period, and from 
then on the honors went to Hudner and 
Zagorski on several brilliant runs and 
on a 59-yard pass play from the captain 
to his teammate. 

The following Saturday, Andover 
played Revere High at Revere and won, 
18 to 6. Andover received the opening 
kickoff and after five plays Mauran 
skirted right end to score. In the third 
quarter Jim Hudner and Norm Sper 
combined on a pass play to move the 
ball down to Revere’s 12, from where 
Hudner skimmed left end to score. Re- 


vere drove in the fourth quarter to her 
only touchdown. After the ensuing 
kickoff, ‘Dunc’ Mauran dashed 48 
yards for a score. All extra points 
were missed. 

On a rain-swept field in Medford, 
Andover went down before the persist- 
ent attack of a superior Tufts J.V. 
eleven, 18 to 0, for her first defeat in 
eight games, and her only shut-out in 
the past three years. In the first peri- 
od Andover twice found itself inside 
Tufts’ 30-yard line, but it was unable 
to score as a strong Jumbo defense pre- 
vailed; in the third period Andover 
worked the ball up to Tufts’ 15-yard 
line, but again the Tufts defense 
proved too strong. 

Andover streaked back into the win 
column by defeating the Maine Univer- 
sity Informals, 20 to 6. A first half, 
featured by Andover’s punting, ended 
scoreless; Maine broke the deadlock 
after recovering an Andover fumble in 
the third quarter. Andover set up a 
pass 30 yards by Jim Hudner to Frank 
Zagorski in the end zone; Zagorski 
booted the extra point. The Blue raced 
to her second score, Frank again going 
over for the touchdown and extra point.

Neither Holy Cross nor Tufts acquired riches 
in football material through V-12. What wealth 
has been acquired has been in the nature of en- 
couragement from Capt. Davis. commandant at 
Holy Cross, and Commander Haynes, command- 
ant at Tufts. But both Holy Cross and Tufts wanted 
football and they obtained their wish. That is 
why Lud Wray, acting head coach of Holy Cross, 
and Lew Manly, coach of Tufts, speak with such 
great sentiment about their teams, their voices 
deep with admiration for young men who wanted 
football and played it for keeps. 


Wray rumbles off the names of those Holy 
Cross stalwarts. so small a group, that played 
through a hard schedule and just as easily might 
have come down to this game unbeaten, instead 
of losing two games, to Dartmouth and Cornell. 
And Manly dwells with respect for his Tufts ath- 
letes who might have come to this game also un- 
beaten. instead of having dropped a game to 
Brown.

The soldiers in the Mess Department realize the importance of their 
Job. Most of these soldiers are Specialists in their respective positions, or 
are Apprentices who are happy in learning to do work to their liking. 
Experienced Chefs, Bakers, Butchers, and their Student Assistants, Book- 
keepers, Clerks, etc., make up the Mess Department. Many of our men 
have learned or are learning a trade which will be of immense value after 
the war. There are no “Kitchen Police.” Any soldier in mess work has 
the same opportunity for promotion as in any other branch of the Service. 


The Officers and Soldiers get the same high quality of food here at 
the Carlsbad Army Air Field.

1,000 Ib. best Gov’t Inspected beef for steaks only, one meal. 
250 Ib. Sugar. 


Meat courses served during any week include: Roast Beef, 
Steaks, Hamburger, Pork Chops, Breaded Veal Cutlets, Fried 
Sugar Cured Ham, Fish Filets, 14 Fried Chicken, Fricasseed 
Chicken, Fried Liver, Beef Stew, Roast Lamb and Chops, etc. 
Meat is served three times each day. 


Fresh Vegetables and the best in canned vegetables are pre- 
pared in various appetizing ways. Vegetables or fruit salads 
are served. Desserts include pie, ice cream and cake, cookies 
puddings served in frequent rotation.

~ School opened this fall, I have clung fondly to the idea that some day soon 

I would get around to the writing of a personal letter to each of the men 
who graduated from B & N last year or who left to enter the service. But 
nothing concrete - or postal - came of that idea, so I have at last decided 
to attack the problem boldly by means of that venerable office machine, The 
Mimeograph. Perhaps it's just as well, for I would like to keep in touch 
with all the boys of my acquaintance, and to help you to keep contact with 
your classmates, and a gossip sheet of this sort may be the best way to do 
the job. Possibly it's degrading the namo of a great artist (the true 

B & N Browner) to use his title to head this collection of misccllancous 
ites; for, as you will see, the whole business is protty much without form 
and style. It would never get by an English toachor as a sample of a 
"friendly letter," nor would it over bo mistakon for an A P release, 


The calendar, not to montion a victory last Friday, makes football a 
natural topic to begin with. Our record with one game to go is two wins, 
and three losscs. We made a strong start by taking our opener with St. 
Sebastian's, 13 - 12. But Brooks hammcrod us 20 - 6, and Nobles cleaned 
us 14-0, In both of these last two gamos the B & N toam playod a real 
gamo in the socond half, but couldn't make up for the gifts and contributions 
it made to the enomy during the first two periods, The less said about the 
Bolmont Hill game the better (26-0). Our fellows were on the ficld for 
that game, but they didn't do much while they were there. It was a dis= 
couraging performance for all concerned, Belmont had a botter team than 
ours, but thoy weren't four touchdowns better. Our club did rodoom itself 
last Friday whon wo took Rivers, 14-13. It was almost an oxact duplicate 
of last yoar's performance. We wore trailing,0 - 13, at tho half and 
Rivors was feeling very confident. But in tho second half we took over, and 
were really traveling at the ond of the gamo, All of us were terribly pleased 
that the spirit of the game was so much more wholesome than it was last year. 
We finish off the season this weck with the Cambridge School. Wo should trim 


them handily, but at this point, I am not betting much money, + We won, Id-Ja, 


I wish I knew what it would take to produce a winning football team at 
B&WN, Thero may be more impostant probloms at tho momont than schoolboy 
football, but I do think the game is a grand conditioner for young mon; and 
if we are going to play it, I should like to have us win our share, We havo 
as many boys as do the schools with whom we competc. We have a topnotch 
coach, But for some reason we seom unable to gather together enough boys who 
like to play the game, and play it for keeps. Of course, wo do seem to get 
a lot of fellows who are bright, young, and small. But even with our bigger 
boys, the spirit isn't what it ought to be. To be quite fair, the nucleus 
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of the team this year has shown plonty of fight. But when eight men turn 

out for a practice session before the Bolmont Game, and the rost of the squad 
get thomselves oxcused for the slightest reasons, oven Loahy couldn't turn 

out awinnor. Out of 125 boys at Bolmont Hill this yoar, 104 are out for 

a football toam., Out of our 100 boys, we have about 40. Suggestions cortainly 
would be welcome as to ways in which a gonuine school-wide spirit could be 
developed, not only in football but in all school activitios. 


As the year opened a major question was whothor or not The Spectator 


‘would have to be put on the shelf for the duration, The answer now scoms to 


be "definitely not", A vory lively intorost in tho magazine has sprung up 

and the fall issuc is duo any day now. I understand that income from adver- 
tising is not what it ought to be, but that the subscriptions list is building 
up nicely. One factor which holped get Tho Spectator off to a fast start was 
that tho group organi zodtho Summer School students to publish The Accelorator, 
The same group, with numerous additions, took over The Spectator in September. 
Bill Farrell is editor until mid~years, when Dieter Hauser presumably will 
take over, A vigorous effort was made to gather a staff representing all 
classes in the School. It scems to me that the magazine would benofit greatly 
from continuity in its staff. Starting from scratch cach Septembor is moro 
than most organizations can stand. With o number of lower class mon working 
this year, we may be able to build up that continuity.

The First Blows 


The first blows last week. came on 
two successive nights, continuing the 
campaign which began with a raid of 


record weight on Nov. 18. A force | 
estimated at 775 four-engined bombers

people were starting for their long 
night in air-raid shelters. In less than 
half an hour the big Lancasters and 
their companion planes laid approxi- 
mately 2,500 tons of bombs in wide 
belts, criss-crossing the sprawling city. 
_ Great two-ton blockbusters ripped into 
Streets, railways and buildings. Incen- 
diaries showered into the wreckage and 
turned it into a towering holocaust. 
One unexplained explosion was so great 
it shook the bombers themselves and

‘pombers dropped 6,000 tons of bombs 
‘upon the city. Ir the eleven months of 
the Luftwaffe’s Blitz against London 
only a fourth again as much—7,500 tons 
were dropped. The Chancellery he de- 
signed, the Kroll Opera House, where 
once he thundered his threats to the 
world, were among the damaged build- 
ings along with the factories and rail 
centers that make Berlin important to 
Germany’s war effort. 
"If the Fuehrer was at his headquar- 
ters on the Eastern Front, there, too, 
was little to comfort him. His troops 
had suffered another major defeat—the 
fall of Gomel—the latest of many disas- 
ters suffered since the beginning of the 
summer campaign; and ahead of him 
_ was the prospect of a third winter cam- 
paign on the Russian plains. The rich 
Ukraine that was to have been Greater 
Germany's breadbasket was gone. 
‘There was no longer any hope for vic- 
tory; now the task was to avoid disas- 
ter.
